ANNUAL  REPORT 

Of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1906. 


To  THE  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Penistone  Urban  District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

In  placing  before  you  my  Report  for  1906,  I  have  to  note  a  still 
further  increase  in  the  death-rate  for  the  year,  as  compared  with 
that  for  1905.  In  1905  the  death-rate  was  1^2,  while  for  1906  the 
rate  works  out  at  i4'5  per  thousand  of  the  estimated  population. 
The  actual  number  of  deaths  registered  within  the  district  was  42, 
which  gives  a  death-rate  of  i2’2  per  thousand.  To  this,  however, 
have  to  be  added  the  deaths  of  8  residents,  which  took  place  in 
public  institutions  outside  the  district.  This  gives  a  corrected  total 
of  50  deaths,  and  a  nett  death-rate  of  14*5.  This  exactly  corresponds 
with  the  average  death-rate  for  the  ten  years  1896-1905.  The  death- 
rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1906  was  15*4.  The  rate  has  been 
calculated  on  a  population  estimated  to  the  middle  of  1906,  as 

3435- 


Of  the  deaths  of  residents  which  took  place  in  public  institutions 
outside  the  district,  i  occurred  in  Sheffield  Royal  Infirmary,  i  in  a 
West  Riding  Lunatic  Asylum,  3  in  the  Penistone  Union  Workhouse, 
and  3  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  at  Hoyland  Moor. 

There  were  15  deaths  under  5  years,  10  of  these  being  under  i 
year,  and  4  under  i  week. 

Of  the  total  deaths  8  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the 
Respiratory  Organs,,  namely — 2  to  Pneumonia,  1  to  Bronchitis, 
and  5  to  other  respiratory  diseases.  There  were  10  deaths  from 
Heart  Diseases,  7  from  Tuberculosis,  and  3  from  Premature  Birth. 
Scarlet  Fever  caused  3  deaths.  Diphtheria  i.  Enteric  Fever  i.  Epi¬ 
demic  Influenza  2,  Diarrhoea  i, Puerperal  Fever  i, other  Septic  Disease 
I.  There  was  i  death  from  Cancer,  and  i  due  to  Accident.  10 
deaths  occurred  from  causes  not  included  in  the  above  list. 

Ten  deaths  took  place  under  i  year,  which  gives  an  Infant 
death-rate  of  90  per  thousand  births  registered.  The  Infant  death- 
rate  in -1 905  was  io7’8,  while  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1906  was  133. 

Of  the  10  deaths  under  i  year,  3  were  due  to  Premature  Birth, 
and  I  to  Injury  at  Birth.  Two  were  attributed  to  Tubercular 
Disease,'  i  to  Diarrhoea^  i  to  Convulsions,  and  2  to  other  causes. 

-  One  inquest  was  held  on  a  case  of  suicide  by  hanging. 

There  were  no  uncertified  deaths. 

The  total  number  of  births  was  i  lo-  This,  taking  the  estimated 
population  as  3,435  gives  a  birth-rate  of  32  per  thousand  births 
registered.  The  average  for  the  preceding  10  years  was  29*8,  and 
that  for  England  and  Wales  for  1906  was  27,  the  lowest  on  record. 

During  the^year  46  cases  of  Zymotic  Disease  Were  notified: — 
31  cases 'of  ^  Scarlet  Fever,  with  3  deaths  ;  7  cases  of  Erysipelas  ;  4 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  I  fatal';  3  of  Enteric  Fever,  i  fatal,  and  i  of 
Puerperal^  Septicoemia,' fatal.  These  6  deaths  give  a  Zymotic  death- 


rate  of  '6  per  thousand  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for 
1906  was  173. 

Scarlet  Fever,  which  had  been  prevalent  during  the  latter  months 
of  1905  reached  its  maximum  of  monthly  cases  notified  in  January 
of  1906,  when  30  cases  were  reported.  The  number  dropped  to  5 
cases  in  February,  3  in  March,  2  each  in  April  and  May,  and  i  each 
in  June  and  November. 

It  was  not  found  necessary  to  close  the  schools  on  account  of 
sickness  during  the  year.  From  Penistone  12  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever 
and  I  case  of  Enteric  Fever  were  admitted  to  the  Isolation  Hospital 
at  Hoyland  Moor  during  the  year  ;  the  other  cases  notified  were 
treated  at  home.  , 

Two  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified,"  i  in' May,  and  i  in 
September.  A  case  of  Erysipelas  was  reported  in  April,  2  cases  in 
May,  and  3  in  August. 

Diphtheria — i  case  in  August,  2  cases  in  Novernber,  and  i  case 
in  December.  v 

A  special  report  re  Enteric  Fever  was, sent  on  March  r^th. 

During  1906  18  specimens  were  sent  td  the  Bactefidlogical 
Laboratory  at  Wakefield  for  examination,!  to  confirm  diagrlosis  in 
doubtful  cases  of  Enteric  Fever,  Tuberculosis  arid.  Diphtheria.^  The 
information  promptly  received  from  the  Laboratory  is,  and  has 
been  of  the  utmost  value  in  doubtful  cases.  ^  ' 

Water  Suppiy^  y^^ 

Darton  receives  ari  ayera.ge  of  70,000 "gallons  per  day,  apd  the 
Great  Central  .Railway  about  100,000 'gallons  per  day. 

There  has  been  a  great  improvernent- in  the  supply  irom  the 
pumping  station  at  Thurlstone.  In  7905  the  amount  registered 
through 'the  meter  for  all  purposes  was  gjOQO^oQOjggllpiis  per  month, 
or  about  .300,000  gallons  per  day.  ;  In  F;ebruary,  of  r9Q7  ani  exte^ 
burst  of  a  4  inch  water  main  was  discovered  in  Green  Road,  just 


above  the  Railway  Bridge.  The  water  found  its  way  along  the 
Main  Sewer  to  the  river,  and  the  cause  of  the  loss  of  water  remained 
long  undetected.  Eventually  the  defect  was  remedied,  and  the  effect 
of  the  check  of  the  leakage  from  this  fault  has  amounted  to  the 
saving  of  about  1,500,000  gallons  of  water  per  month.  The  amount 
now  passing  through  the  meter  is  about  6,750,000  gallons. 

Racecommon — The  supply  from  this  source  is  much  the  same 
as  in  1905. 

New  Cross  Quarry — It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  utilize 
the  supply  from  this  station  for  some  time. 

Sewerage* 

The  apparatus — trickling  filters  and  filter  beds  for  the  treatment 
of  the  sewage  at  the  Outfall  Works  has  acted  exceedingly  well  in 
all  weathers.  The  effluent  is  clear  and  odorless,  and  there  has  been 
no  complaint  of  offensive  smells  from  the  settling  tanks.  Vegetables 
and  flowers  are  now  being  cultivated  on  the  sewage  plots,  and  the 
results  promise  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Sa/e  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts* 

During  1906  24  samples  of  milk,  foods,  liquors,  &c.  were  taken. 
In  23  cases  the  articles  sampled  were  found  to  be  genuine.  In  one 
case — the  adulteration  of  whisky — the  offender  was  prosecuted. 

Factories  and  Workshops  Act. 

The  number  of  Workshops  registered  in  the  district  is  8,  con¬ 
sisting  of  2  bakeshops,  3  bootmakers,  and  3  non-textile  factories. 

In  the  case  of  the  non-textile  factories,  the  Printing  Works  of 
Mr.  J.  H.  Wood,  and  the  Rug  Factory  of  Messrs.  Whiteley  Bros, 
meet  all  the  requirements  of  the  act  as  to  light,  air-space,  ventilation, 
sanitary  convenience,  protection  of  machinery,  and  the  posting  of 
the  necessary  notices. 

As  to  the  Box  Factory  of  Messrs.  Dobson  &  Nall,  Spring  Vale, 
the  Sanitary  arrangements  were  distinctly  defective  in  many  respects. 


On  the  attention  of  the  firm  being  drawn  to  them,  these  defects 
were  remedied  at  once,  and  now  I  consider  the  state  of  things  to 
be  quite  satisfactory. 

The  Bootmakers’  Shops  of  Messrs.  Hudson  &  Birks,  Market 
Street,  Mr.  Senior,  Spring  Vale,  and  Mr.  B.  T.  Hinchliffe,  Bridge 
Street,  are  all  in  a  satisfactory  condition,  and  comply  with  the 
requirements  of  the  Act. 

The  same  remarks  apply  to  the  Bakeshops  of  Misses  A.  &  H. 
Wood  and  Mrs.  W.  Taylor,  High  Street. 

No  overtime  is  worked  in  any  of  these  establishments,  and  there 
is  no  list  of  outworkers.
